Toronto, Nov. 2. — The Dean and 
faculty of Trinity Medical School have 
offered one hundred dollars reward for 
the detection of the students who stole 
and suspended a subject on a butcher's 
verandah on Saturday night. The city 
council considered the same matter to- 
night and the police commissioners will 
be consulted. The Dean of Trinity 
Medical School made a strong reference 
this morning to the students regarding 
the outrage on Saturday night. The 
students disown the action of a few 
hoodlums, and an indignation meeting 
will be held to protest against the con 
duct of the few who would bring dis 
credit on the entire body of students. 

During a discussion on the police 
force in the city council last night, the 
mayor said he thought the time had ur 
rived when Chief Diaper bhouhl retire, 
as his health prevented him doing his 
duty as it should be done. 

Highway robberies are of nightly oc- 
currence here. Inspector Wilson's son 
was held up by three men on Ontario 
street last night, and during a struggle 
the revolver went off, the bullet wound- 
ing Wilson in the hand. The robbers 
then belted. 

The customs receipts last month 
showed an increase of §15,300 over the 
corresponding month last year, bqiug 
the first increase for some time. The 
inland revenue receipts also showed an 
increase of over $21,000. 

Quebec, Nov. 3. — Dr. Ross, premier 
has just arrived from France and J3el 
gium, and reports that fears of a con- 
flict of races in Canada, over lleii's af- 
fair, are so strongly exaggerated on the 
other side that certain capitalists do 
not dare to make their contemplated 
investments here, believing thatwarbe- 
tween the French Canadians and Brit- 
ish elements is imminent. The pre- 
mier's return has given the signal for a 
demand for provincial intervention on 
Kiel's behalf. 

■Ottawa, Nov. 2. — Bishop Grandin, 
of the Northwest Territories, is in the 
city. Ho has come to ask the govern- 
ment for assistance for the Jletis of 
I4atoche. Their condition is pitiable, 
and unless assistance is rendered them 
is feared many will perish during die 
coining winter. 

Kington, Nov. I — Early on Satur- 
day morning another fatal accident oc 
curred on the Kingston and Pembroke 
railway near Harrowsmith. John Mor- 
rison came here recently from Oolling- 
wood, and took the situation occupied 
by the late Jos. Moss. While uncoup- 
ling cars his foot caught in the frog of 
the track, and he was held fast until 
the cars ran over hitn and mangled him 
terribly. He cried out when his foot 
caught, but the accident could not be 
avoided. It was his first trip on the 
road. He was a single man, and atone 
time worked on the C. P. railroad. 

While the fire engines were pump- 
ing upon the wreck of the steam barge 
Indian, burned last night beyond re- 
pair, another and very serious confla- 
gration occurred. It appeared in the 
Btables in the rear of Franklin's flour 
store, in Windsor Hotel block, and 
spread to a number of outbuildings. It 
was difficult to get at, and at one time 
threatened the destruction of the hotel 
for the second time within a year. As 
it was, the imposing hostelry was con- 
siderably damaged more by water 
than by fire. There was a large number 
of guests in the house and many board: 
efs', all of whom escaped, however, 
without injury. The proprietor was not 
the only sufferer financially — all those 
occupying the stores and premises lost 
by the event. 

Montreal, Nov. 1. — The mortality 
by smallpox is increasing considerably, 



notwithstanding the efforts in progress 
to check the disease. The deaths for 
the past week in the city and suburbs 
were three hundred and fifty-four, and 
for the month of October one thousand 
six hundred and eighty-four. »Theseare 
terrible figures to contemplate at the 
very beginning of winter, with snow 
and hard frost on the ground, which 
invariably increase the epidemic. 

Cigar manufacturing is booming 
here, one firm having to augment their 
present staff of several bundled opera- 
tives by brining out three hundred 
skilled hands from Germany. 

Railway inen.are considerably ex- 
cited over a rumor that another reduc- 
tion in the wages of all Grand Trunk 
employes will soon be made. 

Hamilton, Oct. 30.-- Mr. George 
R. Secord tlio well-known railway con- 
tractor, died this morning at his resi- 
dence, 56 John street north, after an 
illness of several weeks. The disease of 
which he died was typhoid fever. 

The burglarizing of .1". Burbank's 
general store, Lynden, was committed 
on Wednesday night. This morning 
four men were arrested and all the 
stolen goods recovered. Joseph Boyle, 
of Beverly, oik; of the most highly re- 
spected residents of the township, and 
a young man going by the name of 
Thomas Hanlon drove to the Elgin 
house, Dundas, yesterday afternoon, 
and after remaining a short time left 
for Capetown. They returned to the 
Elgin house about eleven o'clock last 
night, bringing with the something 
which aroused the suspicion of Mr. 
Babcock, the proprietor. He persuaded 
the men to retire, which they did. 
Then he sent for constable Collins. A 
search of the premises was made, and 
it was found that what _ what had 
aroused Mr. Babcock's suspicions was 
nothing more or ltss than' the goods 
that were stolen from Burbank's. At 
four o'clock this morning chief Collins 
took Boyle and Hanluii out of their 
confortable bed and transferred them 
to tho cells. 

Montreal, S. H May & Co., im- 
porters of oil, paint and varnish, have 
assigned with liabilitiesof $75,000, and 
ass<-ts nominally as much. The firm 
also failed in June, 1884, and made a 
settlement at seventy per cent., and it 
is said paving the instalments has been 
i he cause of 'he present embarrusment. 
The house has been long established and 
much sympathy is felt for the princi- 
pal, Mr. S. II. May.

CONCERNING PATENTS FOE ISL- 
AND RAILWAY LANDS. 

In its issue of tho 4th instant the Na- 
naimo Free Press quotes from a letter 
from tlio department of the interior to 
Mr. Gordon, M." P., as follows: "That 
up to that moment (the 10'th of September 
last) tho department of tho interior had 
not received from the provincial govern- 
ment tho information necessary to enable 
thorn to issue these patents, and also stat- 
ing that tho descriptions of the lands fur- 
nished by tho provincial government were 
such that after consultation with tho land 
officers of the crown the minister of tho in- 
terior had coma to tho conclusion that 
they wero entirely insufficient to convoy 
titles to the applicants, and that the 
necessary additional information called tor 
by that department must he received from 
thoprovincial authorities before these pat- 
ents could issue." Knowing that the 
provincial government have been anxious 
to do everything calculated to facilitate 
the settlement of the island railway lands 
and to securo tho issue of patents to 
settlors who are entitled to them, wo were 
naturally surprised to see tho above quot- 
ed statement and hastened to enquire how 
the malter really stood. We are glad now 
to bo able to show that instead of tho pro- 
vincial government having neglected lo do 
its duty in the premises it has done all 
possible, uot only to induce the dominion 
government to issue patents, but to in- 
duce it to allow such action beyond that 
strictly sanctioned by the settlement act 
as would bo calculated to develop and foa- 
tor diversified interests and contribute to 
the moro rapid settlement of tho island 
railway lands. The default, we learn, is 
in tho office of tho department of tho in- 
terior, where applications for patents have 
been tiled for eighteen months — applica- 
tions which have been forwarded by tho 
chief commissioner of lands and works 
with a certificate in each case that tho ap- 
plicants had done everything which tho 
law requires and are entitled to tho imme- 
diate issue of their respective patents. It 
is only quite recently that tho lack of 
necessary information has boon made an 
excuse for tbe non-issue of patents. The 
minister of the interior has had all tho in- 
formation furnished to him with regard to 
oach applicant's claim which has been 
found sufficient for the last twenty years 
to enablo crown grants to be issuod by the 
provincial lands and works department. 
Moreover, thu department of Btiio interior 
has been advised by thoprovincial govern- 
ment that any additional information 
which may be thought by tho dominion 
minister to be necessary to enable him to 
issuo patents will be gladly and cheerfully 
given in each case upon application being 
made. If in making tho provincial gov- 
ernment its agents for the purpose of ad- 
ministering island railway lands, the 
dominion government had not reserved to 
itself tho ritjlit to i-siw patents, oach ap- 
plicant would, within a few days, or a 
week or two at most, have received his 
crown grant to his pre-emption without 
any trouble at all. We are advised that 
if the ministor of the interior will intimate 
what additional information he requires 
with respect to oach application for a pat- 
ent toauy of those lands.it will bo prompt- 
ly furnished. We know nothing about 
the thirteen names forwarded by Mr. Gor- 
don to Hon. Mr. Trutch; but we would 
suggest that as the provincial government 
have been appointed exclusively toadmin- 
ister these lands by acts of the dominion 
parliament and provincial legislature, and 
they cannot bo deposed from that position 
until the conditions of the settlement act 
have been fullilled, tho bye-play between 
Mr. Gordon and Mr. Trutch would be 
entirely futile. We do not in this wish to 
be understood to reflect in tho slightest 
degree upon those two gentlemen; they 
are both, no doubt, :;eiing by request nr 
under instructions; but we think it a pity 
that any action should bo taken or state- 
ments made that will be calculated to 
mislead settlers as to the true position uf 
affairs. 

LENGTHENING THE DRY DOCK. 

In an interview which a Colonist repre- 
sentative had with Mr. Van Llorne tho 
subject of increasing the length of the 
drydock came up. Mr. Van Llorne stated 
that if his company should secure the 
contract for carrying the China mails the 
class of ships they would employ could 
not outer the clock if it should be com- 
pleted on present lines. Mr. Van Home 
added that although tho company could 
not take the initiative they would gladly 
co-pporute in any movement which had 
for its object an increase in tho capacity 
of that great work. To expect a 480 foot 
atoatner to enter a 430 foot graving dock 
would be like asking a man with a No. 12 
foot to draw on a No. S shoe. It is high- 
ly desirable that no tune should bo lost 
in informing the government at Ottawa 
that if the dock is not lengthened ii will 
fail in tho purpose for which it was in- 
tended and that either another dock will 
have to be built elsewhere in the province 
or the China ships will require to go to 
California. We understand that Messrs. 
Baker and Shakespeare have taken the 
matter in hand and that they have com- 
municated, or will shortly do so, with the 
dominion government on tho subject, 

THE FUTURE "oF VICTORIA. 

Mr. A r an Home's remarks on Monday, 
in the course of an interview with the 
editor of TheColonist, are full of cogent 
moaning and should raise tho spirits of 
those (if any there be) who" have enter- 
tained a doubt as to the ability of Vic- 
toria to withstand the competition of any 
boom towns and paper cities that may bo 
started anywhere else in the province. 
The vice-president of the Canadian Pacific 
railway ia a gentleman of largo expe- 
rience, and when ho says that Victoria 
must ever remain tho social and political 
centre of the province and a commercial 
and distributing point of great import- 
ance, his words must be accepted as con- 
veying moro than ordinary weight. Vic- 
toria lies right in the path of commerce. 
Practically, with swift boats running be- 
tween English Bay and Nanaimo, and 
connecting with thu railway to Victoria 
at tho latter port; withowift boats making 
daily trips between English Bay and Vic- 
toria, and with swift boats making daily 
trips between Seattle or Tacoma and Vic 
toria, thia place will bo tho terminus of 
two transcontinental railways. What 
more could- b« asked by tho most aggran- 
dizing individual?

Public School Board. 

A meeting of the public school board 
was held last night. 

Present—Messrs. D. 11. Harris, C. 
Hay ward, li. F. Heisterman, T). W. Hig- 
gins, Joliu Braden and R. B. McMicking. 
COMMUNICATIONS. 

From J. N. Muir, in reference to mov- 
ing the stoves iu.the high school. Ordered 
to be done. 

From J. A. Hallitlay, staling that Miss 
Gowon was absent from tho school one 
day and that a substitute from the high 
school taught in her place. Received and 
tiled. 

From J. A. Elallitlay, stating that coal 
scuttles and shovels wero needed; and as 
tho examinations wero approaching tho 
question of prizes might bo considered. 
Uecoived and tiled. 

From James Bland, jr., stating that he 
had taken his boys away from school, as 
they were "going backward instead of 
forward in their lessons," and asking to 
bo allowed to send them to tho public 
school. Referred to the ti listens of the 
ward. 

From Mr. II. Jackson, complaining of 
tho condition of the windows, water-tap 
and drains of tho Johnson stroot ward 
school. 

Mr. Heisterman said tho drain had 
beon completed, and he had ordered the 
windows to be fixed, but the man had 
nogloctodit. Ho moved that Mr. Braden 
be authorized to send a man to fix the 
windows and water-tap. Carried. 

A bill for §5 for digging tho drain in 
Johnson street ward school yard was read 
nnd ordered to be paid. 

Tho monthly report of attendance was 
read, showing an average of 805.25, or an 
average of 44 74 to each teacher, being a 
decrease from tho month uf August of 2'J 
and of September of 24, 

Tho secretary said the property-holders 
had agreed to furnish tho lumber for thu 
drain at the school grounds and tho work 
would bo donu. 

Mr. Higgins asked if tho resolution in 
reforouco to tho university had been for- 
ward to the government. 

Mr. Uayward said he had not done so, 
but would as soon ns possible. 

Mr. Biggins moved that this board, ro- 
gretting the absence of rules for tho guid- 
ance and regulation of assistant teachers 
in graded schools, respectfully ask the 
government to frame a code of rulo3 and 
regulations for that purpose. 

Seconded by Mr. Braden and carried. 

Mr. Higgica said tho question of cor- 
poral punishment had come up at the last 
meeting of tho board and he had referred 
to tho report that a boy had been brutally 
beaton and also a girl improperly pun- 
ished by tho high school principal. Ho 
had received a letter from Mr. Muir ask- 
ing the names of tho pupils punished. He 
had answered him that the boy's name 
was Smith, a son of Councillor Smith, and 
tho other was Miss Storey, a daughter of 
Mr. Thomas Storey. Ho made this pub- 
lic statement in justice to himself and the 
teacher. He asked what the "instru- 
ments of torture" wero that woro used in 
the schools and thought tho matter of 
whips should he regulated. 

Mr. Braden said he had seen a man 
whose child had beon whipped severely 
and he had porauaded him not to take out 
a Bumrnons. ^ 

Mr. Uayward said there were only three 
cases of corporal punishment in the 
monthly reports for the past month. 

Mr. McMicking said he had heard con- 
siderable talk of the whippings of pupils; 
but he thought thoro was loss liHrrn done 
that way than in members of the board 
coming night after night, and retailing 
little complaints. If there came up a case 
in regular form then the board should 
deal with it. Tho matter was given pub- 
licity and tho children read it, and this 
tended to increased the insubordination. 
In most cases the parents themselves 
should be whipped. 

Mr. Bradon had spoken to one teacher 
and he admitted that ho had whipped n 
pupil with the butt end of a whip instead 
of with tho lash. He was opposed to 
corporal punishment. 

Mr. Hiugins considered it the duty of 
the trustees to examine such charges, and 
it was highly improper for a trustee to 
speak contemptuously of the parents whu 
had made complaints, as they had a right 
to do, and tho board should never refuse 
to listen to their complaints. He moved 
that a committee of one trustee irum each 
ward bo appointed to visit the schools and 
see what "weapons" were used for punish- 
ment in the different schools, and report 
at next meeting. Seconded by Mr. Heis- 
terman and carried. 

Mr. McMicking said the attempt of Mr. 
Higgins to put words in his mouth had 
failed. Ho had not referred to parents 
who had made complaints, but to thoso 
who would not lodge complaints openly. 

Mr. Higgins said he had distinctly un- 
derstood him to refer to those parents 
whom ho had mentioned, and ho was glad 
to know that he had not done so. 

Messrs. Higgins, McMicking and Bra- 
don wero appointed as a "weapon" com- 
mittee . 

Mr. Uayward had heard that some 
teachers were introducing a stylo of teach- 
ing not in accordance with the spirit of 
the school act.

Particulars oftlac Wreck of the 
Alg.OHsa— List <>{ iEn; Losf. 

Wreck oi she Atlantic Steamer 
Brooklyn. 



Quebec, Nov. 10. — A dispatch from 
Aiuicosti states that tho sailors of the 
steamer Brouklyn from Liverpool for this 
port, reports that the vessel went ashore 
near Heath Point on Sunday morning. 
| She struck in a bad place and her position 
I is dangerous. 

Later advices from Heath Point, state 
| that the passenger steamer Brooklyn is 
ashore at that point. All hands wero 
i safely landed, and some aro sheltered 
j under canvas at different points along the 
coast, while others aro housed in the fi&h- 
I ormin's hut at Fos bay. The captain 
j telegraphed for immediate assistance, and 
| his request was forwarded to tho author- 
i ities at Ottawa. The reply said the gov- 
| eminent steamer Napoleon III would bo 
aent to the rescue. The steamer will pro- 
coed from here to-morrow at 1 p. m. and 
it will take two days to roach tho wreck. 

New York, Nov. 10. — A Montreal 
special says Mr. Fitzpatrick, Riel's coun- 
sel, returned from England to-day, and 
left at once for Ottawa. 

St. Paul, Nov. 10.— Gen. Middleton 
loft here this evoning en rouic for Win- 
nipeg, lie said there was no question but 
that Kiel would hang. 

VViNNll'RC, Nov. 10. — Dr. Jackson, 
Burgeon of tho mounted police, and two 
other physicians have been secretly ch- 
aining Riel. This is supposed to be a 
government commission on his sanity. 
Lavella has expressed the opinion that 
Riel is insane; but preparations aro going 
on for the execution. 

Winnipeg, Nov. 10 —The following ac- 
I count of the wreck of the Algonia is given 
in a special from Port Arthur to the Free 
Press: The Algotna cleared from Owen 
sound about -1 o'clock on the afternoon of 
Thursday, tho 5th instant, with Iroight i 
and passengers for Port Arthur. Nothing 
of any account occurred during the voy- 
age to Sault Stu Marie, which point was 
ninde on Friday. The boat passed White- 
fish point about 7 p. m. Friday, the wind 
at that time blowing a still' breozo from 
the east and northeast. At Whitehall 
point, sail was made, and the boat pro- 
ceeded on her wax under a full head of 
steam, tho wind increasing in violence, 
j accompanied by snow and sleet. At 4 i 
I o'clock Saturday morning tho wind shifted | 
I to northeast and a violent snowstorm 
| raged, the aea running mountains high 
and the boat was tossed about like a cork. 
At a quarter past 4 o'clock an order was 
I given to take in all Bail, put tho wheol 



hard a-starboard and bring the ship about 
and bead out on tho lake again. On ac- 
count of tho snow and darkness, while 
tho ship was coming about alio struck a 
point known as Greenstune point, on Isle 
Royal, about 00 miles from Port Arthur 
and ono mile fro in Paseago Island light- 
house, which has been abandoned since 
the 1st of the month. After striking tho 
first time tho boat forged ahead, being 
driven by the wind. A second shock oc- 
curred shortly after tho first, and tho ves- 
sel struck tho reef violently and immedi- 
ately commenced to break up. Most of 
the passengers and a number of the 
crew were in bed at the time, but 
wore readily awakened by the shock, 
and tho scone that followed beggars 
description. The water poured in 
through the broken vessel and over the 
bulwarks, putting out the tires in the 
furnaces and extinguishing the electric 
lights. The screams of the women and 
children wero heard abovo tho fury of the 
storm. Tho crew hurried hither and 
thither doing what they could in tho dark- 
ness to render assistance; but their ell'orts 
wore of little avail, fur in leas than twonty 
minutes after the vossel struck tha ontire 
forward part of tho bow was carried away 
togothor with the cargo and human freight. 
Several clung to the rigging and a lifeline 
the captain had stretched along the bow; 
but were swept away by the aea and 
swallowed up by tho angry waves. The 
stern of tho boat was steadily pushed up 
on tho rock and those who were not too 
much exhausted with fatigue and benumb- 
ed by the cold crept to tho after-steerage 
and sought its welcome shelter. Less 
than an hour after striking all wag over 
and about fifteen out of tho entire number 
were saved. Tho survivors remained 
from tho timo of the disaster (4 o'clock on 
Saturday morning) until Monday morning 
at 10 o'clock exposed to the weather with 
but little food and clothing, nearly fcvery- 
thing having been washed away, when 
they wero sighted by some fishermen, who 
came to their rescue. After taking tho 
survivors from the doomed vessel and 
placing them on the Islo Royal, where a 
lire wis kindled for their comfort the 
fishermen wont out and intercepted the 
Arthabasca, which was coming 10 miles 
away. Captain Foot, of that vessel, im- 
mediately put about and took tho Buf- 
ferors on board and they were subsquoiitly 
brought bore. The two dead bodies of 
Frost and. limeraon wore brought in on 
Athabasca. Following aro the names of 
the lost, so far as known hero: Win. Hig- 
Rins, wholesale merchant, Winnipeg; Mrs. 
Dudgeon of Owen Sound and 2 children; 
Edwin Frost, wife and child, Owen Sound; 
Douglas Charles Buchanan, of Hillier, 
Prince Edward Co ; Louis Zimmermann, 
cf Port Arthur; G. Emerson, of Rams 
gate, England; Purser Muckonzie, nephew 
of Alexander Mackenzie; Win. Milligan, 
Meaford, Thus. Snelling, waiter J. Scott, 
L.Bates and E'dietititie, deck hands; Mrs. 
Shannon, lady's maid; Gill, of Markdale; 
Mrs. Taylor; Steward Mclntyre, and 
Fred. Knight, Thoa. Kinney, and Hen- 
derson H. McOlinton, waiters.

CANADA. 

Ottawa, Nov. 11 — It is generally be- 
lieved in official circles that a further re- 
spite to Riel has been given to enable tho 
condemned man to prepare for death, and 
that the sentence will undoubtedly be 
carried into effect on the day named. 



ENGLAND. 

London, Nov. 10. — Stead was to-day 
sentenced to three months; Rebecca Jar- 
rett to six mouths; Sampson Jacques to 
one month— all without hard labor; and 
Louise Morpy to six months' imprison- 
ment with hard labor. The charges 
against Br,. in well Booth wero dismissed. 

Lord Salisbury made a speech at the 
lord mayor's banquet at tho Guildhall last 
evening. Rt ferring to the Burmese trou- 
bles, he saiil that the action of the govern- 
ment against Burmah had received the 
approval of all the great powers, Re- 
garding the Balkan conforonce, ho ford- 
told that its decision would be adverse to 
England's views. However, this country 
was not pecuniarily interested in the dis- 
pute. He predict ed the conference would 
end in failure. He thought that if the 
»tatn <pw un'e wire restored tho Bulga- 
rians would lake Greece and Sorvia into 
their conference, and Turkey would then 
have to combat three powers instead of 
one. Concerning tho struggle between 
political parties in Great Britain, he could 
only say that he hoped certain documents 
would not develop class hatred, that might 
lend to civil war and the ultimate down- 
fall of England. 

London, Nov. 0. — Tho Daily News this 
morning endorses tho maintenance of the 
union between England and Ireland as a 
subject of paramount importance, and as 
a necessity uf preserving the integrity of 
the empire. Tbo News says it would be 
wise to make timely and judicious con- 
cessions. There is only one way to pre- 
vent Parnell dictating hi? own terms, and 
that is lo i et urn a liberal majority to par- 
liament. 

IRELAND 

Li m nun ic, Nov. 9 — A mob of 'J00 men 
tn-day stoned a battalion of soldiers. The 
disturbance threatened to become serious 
and a strong police force had to be called 
out to quell the rioters. Throe soldiers 
were badly wounded. 

Dublin, Nov. 0. — Dean O'Laughton 
fell dead to-day while at mass in Univer- 
sity College, 

BURMAH. 
London, Nov. 10, 0:30 p.m. — Private 
telegram from Rangoon Btates that war 
between Burmah and tho Indian govern- 
ment has been formally declared. 

EGYPT. 

Cairo, Nov. !>. — Tho Egyptian govern- 
ment has issued a decree ordering the 
seizure of crops, animals and houses, in 
cases of non-payment of taxes.

Suddenly Away, 
Home in Philadelphia. 



Philadelphia, Nov. 8. — John McCul- 
lough, the actor, died at his residence in 
this city at fivo minutes past 1 o'clock 
this afternoon. McUullough's death, al- 
though not entirely unexpected, occurred 
quite suddenly, and was due, as Dr. Hugo 
Engel, his physician, says, to "an affec- 
tion of the brain, caused by blood poison- 
ing." Dr. Engel asserts that McCullough 
was uot insane, and that it was a mistake 
to have placed linn in Blooniingdalo asy- 
lum. 

His first failing of mental power was 
noted in the early part of January, 188-1, 
and in April of that year ho made a la- 
mentable failure in "Othellu" in Wash- 
ington. After that his ailment manifest- 
ed itself at various times in loss of mem- 
ory, tho prompter at times being obliged 
to follow him about the stage. In the 
summer of 1884 he spent some time in 
Carlsbad, Germany, and returning to this 
country in August ho played a fivo nights' 
engagement in Milwaukee. Thence ho 
went to Chicago, where ho appeared on 
tho Btage for the last time in his life, on 
tho night of September '2'J, 1884, in the 
characterof Spartacus in tho "Gladiator." 
His condition that night was so bad that 
the curtain was rung down at the end of 
the second act. 

From that time he has gradually grown 
worse, until to day, occasionally mending 
slightly, but at all times his condition was 
considered hopeless by his friends. Ho 
was brought to this city Sunday night, 
October 20th, just two weeks ago, and 
taken to the residence of his family, where 
ho died. 

Mr. McCullough was born in Coleraine, 
county Antrim, Ireland, November 14, 
18X5, being almost 52 years of age. He 
camo to America in 1840.

THE BOA IS D OF TRADE 

Presents an Address So Mr. Van 
Home— His SCeply Thereto. 

Remarks of Hon. Donald A. 
Smith and Older Gentle- 
in en. 



Yesterday at four o'clock in the after- 
noon the board of trade assembled at its 
ottices to meet and present an address to 
Mr. Van Home, vice presideut of tho 
Canadian Pacific railway. Accompanying 
Mr. Van Hnrno were the Hon. Donald A. 
Smith and Mr. H, Abbott. Members of 
the hoard present were: Messrs. E. A. 
McQuade, N. Shakespeare, M. P. , F. 
Barnard, 0. Strouss, H. F. Beisterman, 
Wm. Wilson, E. C. Baker, M. P., C. E. 
Pooley, M. P. P., J. H. Todd (president), 
W. Monteith.A. W. Jones. U.Croasdailo, 
James Fell, E. V. Bodwell, T. Shotbolt, 
J. Davies, W. C. Ward, D. Harris, John 
Grant, M. P. P., J- H. Turner, D. W. 
Higgins and D. M. Eberts. 

The following address was read by tho 
president of tho board: 
To tho President, Vico-Prosidont, and 
Directors of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Co: 

Gentlemen — Wo, the members of tho 
British Columbia board of trade, dosiro 
to tender you as representative of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Co., our hearty 
congratulations upon the final completion 
of that great transcontinental line; a 
work achieved with adverse circumstances 
of no ordinary character and in the face 
of physical difficulties, the surmounting 
of which has excited the admiration of 
the civilized world. The opening of this 
great arterial highway will, we feel sure, 
bring the people of tho eastern and west- 
ern provinces into closer political and 
commercial relations, strengthen tho 
bonds of union and add to the general 
prosperity and importance of our growing 
country. The isolated position of this 
province for a number of yearB previous 
to and after confederation was a source of 
greut inconvenience and loss to its mer- 
cantile community; but since completion 
of tho Central Pncitiu railway, with 
regular connections from Sui Francisco, 
and more particularly during the past 
two years, with the opening of the North- 
ern Pacific railway, unci tho great benefit 
resultingfrom which communication, these 
disadvantages have largely disappeared . 
This community in dealing with these 
lines has always beau met in a spirit of 
fairness and liberality, and tho kindliest 
commercial feelings have mutually ex- 
isted. Being actuated by sentiments of 
common interest, and patriotism, and de- 
sirous of bearing our share of tho burden 
of maintaining a work which is national in 
its character, it is but natural that we 
should elect to give our undivided sup- 
port to tho Canadian Pacific railway, and 
wo entertain no doubt that, at the hands 
of the company we shall receive even 
more liberal terms than we aro now en- 
joying in our relation with tho Northern. 
Pacific. Wo wish you and your com-' 
minions a pleasant stay in this the politi- 
cal and commercial capital of the Pacific 
province and a safe journey homeward, 
and beg to subscribe ourselves, etc., otc. 

Mr. Van Home then replied: 

"Mr. President and Gentlemen of tho 
Board of Trade: — I thank you on behalf 
of the directors of the Canadian P.ieiiic 
railway company for your kind expressions 
of congratulation upon tho successful com- 
pletion of their work, which they hope 
and believe will mark tho beginning of a 
now era of unexampled prosperity for 
Canada, in which all tho provinces will 
participate. The Canadian Pacific rail- 
way is a strictly commercial enterprise, 
and it is the intention that it shall be con 
ducted on the broadest principles, ami 
everything shall bo done to advertise 
the resources of the country through 
which it passes. 1 am not, prepared 
to enter at present in detail upon 
all the results which tho company's 
line will havo on the Pacific coast, 
but you may rest assured that the broad 
principles of the © mpany will govern it 
hero as elsewhere The (<"Mpaiiy, as you 
know, has met with many physical diffi- 
culties in its work; but us members have 
been sustained in this under a him belief 
in tho people of Canada tiiat they will 
niako the best of their opportunities, 
their matchless resources, their agricul- 
tural lands, their forests, mines and fish- 
eries, and that these will produce as a re- 
sult the prosperity and wealth which thoy 
havo elsewhere. The Canadian Pacific, 
liko most great works, has been beset all 
ulong by a horde of pessimists, who have 
_ven gone so far as to decry their own 
country. But in spite of these the coun- 
try has been opened up; the people have 
been able to see through theso, and the 
company have been able to show results 
in dollars and cents. The croakers have 
been driven away until now their only 
refuge is in the mountains. We will drive 
them away from there into the Pacific 
ocean. We intend to show thorn there is 
something there, and we are going to get 
it and bring it this way, and m reaching 
out for this trade and any other for our 
mutual interests wo hope for the co- 
operation of tho board of trade of Vic- 
toria, and in return we promise that you 
shall not havo caubo to complain of any 
lack of enterprise on our part in our ro- 
tation with the Paoitic province. 1 thank 
you again, gentlemen, on my own behalf 
and the other directors generally for the 
address which you have tendered. [Ap- 
plause.] 

The Lion. Donald A Smith being called 
upon, said: "After what you have heard 
from our vice president, Mr. Van Home, 
there is really nothing left for mo to say 
which would be of interest to you. In 
endorsing everything ho has said, I may 
mention I havo always been a believer in 
British Columbia, and in my feeblo voice 
and my halting way I have not hesitated 
when in the house to. speak of her great 
futuro in such terms that people woulci 
not say "he is romancing," but "ho is a 
little beside himself." (Laughter.) Every- 
body who has gone through the route 
must have aoen the country's resources and 
which will attract multitudes of people. 
We have seen tho timber the like of which 
wo could never grow in the oast and wo 
felt that in that alone you have a sea of 
mountains which are so rich thr,t any 
country might bo proud of them. The 
delicious bee| which wo have been eating 
here reminds me of old England — nor is 
the mutton to bo despised (laughter), 
nor tho fish either. If it is possiblo to 
send beef here, how much inoro so to 
^eud jt to tho other side. In uddition to 
v hjs source of wealth you havo yaur 
orchards, which will enable you to supply 
better fruit than that we hayo bueu so 
nUtl to got east. I will only further say 
that I feel satisfied that all that Mr. Van 
Horno has sooken or tho deeiro of the 
Canadian Pacific to hayo tho most friend- 
ly relations with ilio people of British 
Columbia from a commercial point of 
view ' will be carried out to the letter. 
(Hear, hear.) It is a commercial enter- 



prise and whilo thoy hope to satisfy the 
peoplo they also hope to satisfy their 
shareholders by giving them a fair profit 
on the money laid out. From the cordial 
support which haa been given to the en- 
terprise I havo no doubt of the future of 
this country and of the whole dominion. 
Hsd I over had any doubt of your futuro 
it would have vanished after what I havo 
seen here, and I would advise those of you 
who have not already done so to visit and 
view for yourselves your magnificent heri- 
tage. (Applause.) I havo only to join 
with our vico president and to thank you, 
and to exprosfi to Sir George Stephen how 
we feel on the subjoct " (Applause.) 

Mr. HiggiiiB (to Mr. Van Homo) — 
"Although not included— and properly 
so — in tho address, wo should he haopy 
to hear any opinion as to tho length of 
the drydock?" 

Mr. Van Home — "After my last visit 
to British Columbia I made some rep- 
resentations to tho dominion govern- 
ment with regard to the length of 
the graving dock and succeeded 
in convincing the minister of public 
works that it was too Bhort, and it was 
finally decided to increase tho length by 
50 feet; but from expressions 1 heard 
then it did not seem possible to induce 
the government to go beyond that. I do 
not think it would bo politic for the Can- 
adian Pacifio company to movo again in 
that particular mattor— that is, to take 
any initiatory stops— bocause there is 
something of a feeling at Ottawa that the 
Canadian Pacific company is asking a very 
great deal - which is a mistake, I can as- 
sure you. (Laughter ) Tho company 
would bo very glad to do anything in its 
power, though the graving dock is beyond 
its legitimate action. Theso remarks I 
merely mako as a suggestion." 

Mr. William Wilson — "How much too 
short would the dock bo for steamers that 
might run on the China and Victoria 
line I" 

Mr. Van Home — "There is some mis- 
apprehension about theso steamers . The 
postmaster-general of Great Britain is 
advertising for lenders between British 
Columbia and Hongkong. In view of tho 
desirability of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, being able to control tho traffic 
across to Japan, it may bo deemed best 
on the part of the company to tender for 
tho Bervico if they are in a position to do 
so; and the service might or might not 
be awarded to them. We have looked 
into tho mattor to some extent, with a 
view of boing able to come tn somo decis- 
ion when one is necessary. Our idea was 
that vessels of about 4f>00 tons capacity, 
built on modern lines, would measure 
something more than 450 feet. I remem- 
ber this would be, by some 30 or 40 feet , 
longer than tho graving dock. The ser- 
vice to British Columbia may be awarded 
to.some independent company." 

Mr. William Wilson — "Does the com- 
pany intend to operato tho line between 
Coal Harbor and Port Moody/" 

Air. Van Home — "Tho lino has not 
been turned over yet. Thero is a ques- 
tion in connection with it between tho 
company and tho government which has 
not been settled yet; and, moreover, 
wo should lose money by operating 
the road until tho through line is thor- 
oughly established. We havo not beon 
receiving any freight yet, and if goods 
havo been sent through it in merely to 
show the admiralty what they can depend 
upon. We lack many things us yet, such 
as sidings, qto. About the middle of May 
next wo shall bo ablo to handle freight. 
Wo do not want to regularly open the 
line, because tho winter is coming on — 
it is a new line — and has to tie ballasted, 
and bridges built, so it would be unwise 
to operate it just yet, because if tho line 
should bo blocked in tho winter it would 
damage its reputation. We want the 
first train and all subsequent trains to go 
through on time. Our passenger time 
will be about 120 hours from Montreal, 
and I presume it will take ordinarily from 
11 to 12 days for freight. As so >n as tho 
fresh fish businees is likely to am, unit to 
enough to justify it, or the fruit trade 
promises to justify it, we will arrange for 
tho special service of that kind of freight; 
having no breiiks by transfers, nobody 
to dual with but ourselves, and running 
only by our own tables, wo will bo able to 
mulio hotter time than any other line. 1 
may say that our last b/eakfaat at Port 
Moody was on mackerel that came through 
from Montreal; and I have no doubt of 
our being ablo to transport salmon to New 
i'ork by refrigerator cars just a3 fresh as 
when they came out of tho Eraser river. 

Wm Wilson — "Will you run cars 
through to Port Moody?" 

Mr. Van Home — "Yes, certainly." 

Wm. Wilson — "From Victoria! ' 

Mr. Van Home joined in the general 
laugh. 

Wm. Wilson— "What will your freight 
charges be?" 

Mr. Van Home— "I am not prepared 
to state exactly. We will treat you very 
well. Wo shall probably not ohargo less 
than tho Northern Pacific, and if wo do 
they will soon como down to our rates. 
I can only add that our rates will be such 
as will encourage the freight." 

Tho conference then camo to a con- 
clusion. 

Knights of Labor. 

We aro informed that a movement of 
the right kind has been started by the 
above order, which will ultimately rid tho 
city of the Chinese evil. A committee is 
to bo appointed next Saturday, whoso 
duty it shall be to interview tho local in- 
dustries, to know if they aro willing to 
discharge Chinese employe's; also, when 
it will suit them to do bo, the number of 
new hands required and tho wages they 
will give to skilled workmen. If capital- 
ists should recoive with tho right spirit 
this amicable mode of settlement, it will 
certainly be a permanent honor to them 
and largo employers of labor in this pro- 
vince. This is tho only effectual solution 
of the problem, and is a thorough busi- 
nesslike transaction. Tho Colonist is in 
entire sympathy with this mode of set- 
tlement.

A 
lady from New Westminster has gone in 
and will in a few days open a two-story 
hotel. Sleeping accommodation is at 
present poor, the miners sleeping in tents, 
on floors of restaurants, or wherever a soft 
plank can be secured. 

There has lately been plenty of shooting 
heard at night, but it has been altogether 
at air, some drunken fellows attempting 
to shoot as many times as possiblo for the 
purpose of startling the camp. 

HOUSES ABE LOST 

in a very suspicious manner, and a ten 
dollar reward generally brings them into 
camp, led by a si wash, who pockets the 
fee and steals them again in a week. 

From other sources a Cnlonitt roporter 
learned that Oapt. Shor bourne, who has 
been taking out on an avorngo four 
hundred dollars per day, generally man- 
ages to lose that amrtunt at draw poker 
during the night, so it is just possible he 
may return from the mines bs ho went in 
— broke! Ho is quite a character in

They have 
already relieved the residents of some CO 
chickens and 25 pigs, nnd are selling little 
effects to get food, buyiag ten cents' worth 
of flour at a time. Thoy lined tho banks 
of the rivor the other day, tempting the 
small ll»h with poor bait. ]t is feared 
that in desperation for want of food they 
may commit serious. depredations, and tho 
fact of finding the man Nee shot 
gives color to thoir fours Something 
should be done at once, they think, to 
render tho place safe fivm any such oc- 
currence.

Mupreiiie Court. 

(Before His Lordship the Cliiof Justice ami n Special 
Jury ) 

Jones and Williams vs. Victoria Theatre 
Co. — This was a suit for recovery of §548, 
balance claimed to be due tho plaintiffs 
on a contract for laying tho brickwork of 
the Victoria theatre. Mr. Mills appeared 
as counsol for the plaintiffs, and Mr, 
Theodore Davie for the defendants. 

The contract sued on was dated 25th 
March, 1885, whereunder the plaintiffs 
agreed to lay the bricks below the sills at 
$8 per thousand and above tho sills at -ST 
per thousand, tho bricks to be supplied by 
tho company, but all other material to be 
found by the plaintiffs, tho work to be 
completed to the satisfaction and approval 
of Mr. Apponyi, tho architect, who was 
to be tho solo judiio of the character of 
the woikand material, and whoso meas- 
urement of brick was to bo final. Plain- 
tiff Jones deposed to laying 118, 000 bricks 
(kiln measurement) below tho sills, and 
190,000 above, that the work was com- 
pleted ina substantial manner, but when 
hu had proceeded thus far tho architect 
stopped the work and took it out of his 
hands. 

Several other witnesses were called, 
whoso evidence tended to show that the 
architect had continually expressed his 
dissatisfaction at the character of the 
work, but on tho whole thoy considered 
unreasonably. 

It was admitted that some nf iho work 
was improperly constructed and had to bo 
pulled down, and that the pluintitfs re- 
fused to remove somo of the work jbject- 
ed to by tho architect. The plaintiffs 
blamed tlie architect for this. 

Payments cm account to tho amount of 
SI i i>0 were admitted. 

At the conclusion of the plaintiffs' caso 
defendants' counsel moved for a non-suit 
on the ground that the plaintiffs, under the j 
present form of action, could recover only 
upon showing the approval of the architect; 
that the action was not against the 
architect for wrongfully refusing to past 
the work, and that even if it could be 
shown that the architect h id acted cor- 
Hiptly the company could not be mado 
liable unles.i it bo shown that they were 
parties to his wrong-doing. That under 
the contract the measurement of bricks 
wastobeloft to tin- architect, and that 
plaintitfi bad shown no measurement 
which could bind the defendants under 
their contract. 

Mr. Davie was pvocneding with his ar- 
gument when tl;e court decided to loave 
the case to the jury, reserving to tho de- 
fendants the right to movo foi a nonsuit 
or as they might bo advised. 

Mr. Apponyi, the architect, said that 
plaintiffs undertook the contract without 
means of giving security, and hence he 
required them to bo bound by such an 
agreement as existed in the present ease. 
The company had liquidated their bills 
for them; that their plan of operations 
was of such a character as to imperil tho 
whole work, and that consequently he 
had taken the contract from them. That 
the total quantity of brick laid was 2-1,000 
under the sills ai, 1 100, u00 above, which 
left tho plaintiffs overpaid. 

His lordship reserved all questions of 
law for future consideration, and after n 
brief absence the jury loturned a verdict 
in favor of the plaintiffs for ?5!2G.
